More than 1 1 ,000 parent 
teacher conferences were 
held this fall, with teachers 
averaging 40 conferences 
over the course of two 
evenings. The number of 
conferences has doubled 
since 2006. 





26 seniors were named 
Commended Students in the 
2014 National Merit Scholarship 
Program. These students placed 
among the top 5% of more than 
one million students who entered 
the Merit Program. 






At 63 members strong, the LT 
Speech Team is big enough 
for a JV and Varsity team 
this season. Recently after 
competing against 20-some, 
top-rated high schools, the JV 
team earned a 4th place finish 
with 10 individual winners, 
and Varsity took 3rd place 
with nine individual winners. 




New this year, LT insti- 
tuted a 25-minute study 
period into the school 
day, affording students 
the opportunity to study 
independently or to ac- 
cess a teacher in a class 
in which they are hav- 
ing difficulty. As of mid- 
November, a total of 736 
students (18%) accessed 
support rooms a total of 
1,782 times.
